Through The Zambesi Valley 

Is Here Described by a Missionary OiFficer WorJcing in Rhodesia 

Escape frasn Deadly Puff Adder;— "Lion* ^pffl4pD»** — Shot « Buck tor Food— the Hidden J'Dttg-Oiit" — Week's iGrowth of Beard-^

WISHING to visit one of our new 
OutpostBr I arranged a toUr 
which m«ant travellincr four 
hundred miles by car, and fiome three 
hundred and fifty miles . on safari to 
carry the accessory lug^aire. . For 
the purpose, I van accompanied by 
Ensign Walton, and we left Salisbury 
early one day in June, After travels, 
ling some two hundred miles over 
terrible apologies for roads, we ar-

to the Zambesi that can be reached 
by car. 

On waking in the morning my 
companion, noticed si^mething curled 
up by the wall of the grass hut, just 
behind the choir '^hcrs he had besn 
sitting the night before. This I found 
was a "deadly puff adder"— one of 
the most poisonous African snakes. 
The native Officer who was with us 
trembled like a leaf, and so great Was 
his fear he would not help to destroy 
it. Getting an axe from the car, I 
managed to dispatch it, but felt how 
easily onetif-u* might -have- been poi-- 
soned and perhaps killed. We felt 
grateful to God for His protecting 
care. 

A Long Trek 

We left Namatombo shortly after 
min-up for our trip of inspection of 
the Corps in the Reserve, and after 
loading up three donkeys, also taking

of three hundred odd miles. Reach- 
'.ag Mongo, seven miles distant, we 
hsOted for rest and refreshment. H«re 



away at work'cn fattne- near Salia^ 
bury; theyiiave to iSttrh mon^y U pay 
their yearly taxed. 

We had difficulty in getting car- 
riers to replace the donkeys. Those 
could not go further owing to the 
prevalence of the tsetse fly, which 
it 16 well known, carries the germ of 
Bleeping sickness. 

Still we overcame our difficulty and 
left for Chulfe just after sunrise; 
uixivijig at miiiuiy, the Ciuef in- 
formed m we had just missed a herd 
of elephants which had gone through 
his lands a few hours previously. 
People are afraid of travelling after 
dark owing to. the herds being con- 
stantly on the move. 

Though very hot, we left Chuife at 
2 p.m. for no water could be obtained 
for twelve miles, and this was rough 
country. The tsetse fly began to be 
troublesome, and now and again I 
wo\ild feel a swat on my neck or back, 
this being Eimign Walton consider- 
ately keeping the tsetse from get- 
ting a bite unawares. 

The journey to our next camp was 
the most trying, we trudged over rocky 
paths, up and down Mils, across con- 
tinuous sandy, waterle?ts river bed?; in 
the broiling 'sun. Still we toiled on, 
and God brought us to our de^red 
haven— a water hole in the river bed. 
Here w^ saw for the Hrst time on this 
trip, spoor of all kinds of ^ame in the 
sandy liver bed, all leadisg to the 
vaster uw'c iMwiia, QT zio iion^ «t 
mattered little to us, for we were dead 
beat, and I for one never reached a 
camp with a more thiankful heart than

we have a small Hall worked as ft 
Society. The sixteen miles' march to 
Chivura was trying, and we did not 
get there until after dark. 

We called the chief and some of the 
people together and had a talk with 
them. The Chief was very kind and 
provided us vrfth a relay of carriers, 
oleo made un gifts of meat and eggs, 
the meal we gave to our carriers, as 
they had no food. 

At Mangumhara, our next *'port'* 
we have a Corps which Is doing fairly 
well. Badly needing a new Hall, the 
people promised to get on with build- 
ing one of Klmberley brick at the 
earliest opportunity. . ■ , 

V/tr Jiud a good Meeting, 'tliough' 
i»te nearly all the young men were 



that one in the river bed. 

After a little food (w« were too 
tired to take much> we laid down to 
sleep. Visions of lions, leopards, and 
other "things- not .desirable" kept 
breaking in on our sluinbers, and 
many times during the night we heard 
nothing; b«t ndtihng came to the pool. 

We left this $pot before the sun 
came over the hills)' as We. had another 
ti^ng journey, the country- was still 
very, dry and rot^gh, but there was no 
other way of reacTiing our destination. 
Elephant spoor and the tracks of 
other game were floo;t met with, and 
the sharp stones cut the soles of our 
boots! in fflRt. Knrtlj^ Walton's boots 
were alriist destroyed,* so bad was tTte 
path. 




Our motto was "Onward," and after 
three hours' walking, we arrived at a 
krall. At this time I had a slight 
attack of fever, and the remaining 
part of the day's journey was very 
trying. Still, we had a Meeting at 
each kraal {mostly open>air), and ths 
delight of these children of nature 
vms very real at seeing ijie "Um- 
fundises" in their midst. 

ShooU'off Meat 

We camped at night in a very cool 
spot under a large tree, so we got 
away before sunrise to get warm. I 
managed to shoot a fine buck, suffi- 
cient for three days' meat for the 
twanty odd people who wesfe witli us, 
carrying the impabla (luggage), and 
fhey were delighted. Others could have 
been shot, as there v/as a fine herd 
witliin two hundred yards, hiit. nni» 
was S9U.xivi«;ut. 

We laa^ieu NyomuKga during the 
morning, where our own people came 
up with drums beating and flags fly- 
ing to give us a very hearty welcome. 

After a brief meeting we rested 
our tired bodies and, incidentally, 
took off a week's growth of beard I 

Leaving Nyamunga, we continued 
our mapkih through the forest, meet- 
ing on the way some beautiful elands. 

We rested for the night in the 
forest, and early in the morning again 
set forth, and after some two and a 
half hours' walking, came to the top 
of the gorge, and from an altitude 
of some two thousand feet we saw 
the Zambesi wending its way through 
scores of miles of tropical forests of 
baobab and mahogany trees. We had 
been trudging through dry country, 
and here, at our feet, fast flowing 
into the Indian Ocean, was water 
enough to meet the whole of Africa's 
needs. 

It was a stiff climb down to the 
river*s edge, and sometimes it seemed 
as though the carriers with the lug- 
gage would go toppling down the 
steep sides of the hill; v/e had dif- 
ficulty in keeping on our feeU 

An Exciting Trip 

We had planned to get to a Corps 
some twelve miles down the river by 
nightfall, and sending for the nearest 
Headman We begged the use of a 
"dug-out" to carry us down; but in 
native way he told us that he had no 
boat, the only one he had Was gone. 

Being confident that he was not ex- 
actly truthful, Isent our boys to 
search the banks of the river, and, 
sure enough, in a short tim**, .bacl( they 
canie to say they had found a good 
*'diag-out". hidden away amongst the 
reeds, so without more ado the Kead- 
man was again sent for, and told of 
this discovery. With the usual native 
excuses, and with much bowing and 
.scraping, he assured us that some one 
must have brought the boat back un- 
known to him; but now, if the *'Baba" 
would forgive him, he could have the 
boat .for his Journey, also his young 
men' woiilu be (tleased to. take the 
party down stream where they wished 
to K0> 



A little present of meat was accept- 
ed by the Chief with great joy, and 
2ftsr mors "rest in '^s we very gingerly 
boarded our "liner." Those who have 
seen these frail "dug-out^" will read- 
ily agree that they are the most 
nerve-racking conveyances possible. 
And those who have not seen them can 
form very little idea of the danger 
there is in travelling down a wide 
liver, with a current flowing at five 
knots. You may find a river full of 
sunken rocks, great tree trunks, and 
worst of all, crocodiles and hippo- 
potami who feel like having a game 
with you. 

These dug-outs are hollowed out 
from the trunks of treesj and have 
neither keel nor balance boards^ they 
are usually manipulated by two 
natives with a kind of wooden spade, 
and it is really wonderful how adept 
they are at handling their craft. 

we struck an uncharted rock in the 
shape of a hidden tree, and thought 
for just a brief second that one of the 
river monsters had risen underneath. 
But we got through the twelve miles 
journey down the river safely, reacli- ' 
ing our desired haven at nightfall. 
After a brief meal and wash, a splen* 
did crowd of natives gathered for a 
camp-fire meeting, and God came 
very near to us all. 

The Great Zambesi 

Our hearts and minds were stirred 
as we thought of Dr. Livingstone, 
that great pioneer, and in a small 
way we shared in the joy that was 
his, in following the Saviour, and car- 
rying the glorious? Gospel message to 
these dark peoples. Right along the 
shores of the great Zambesi, for hun- 
dreds of miles, there are many, many 
kraals that have no teacher to lead 
Ihem to the Saviour. 

The sun having burnt up the crops, 
the people were very badly rff for 
food, yet they gladly came forward 
with gifts of com and eggs. We 
were more than grateful for these, as 
our rations wer*^ fast diminishing, for 
we had to feed the carriers from our 
own small .store. Our bread was ten 
Anys. old, and aUhough we were glad 
of it, it was not very palatable. 

At daybreak we left to cross the 
7iambest into North Rhodesia on diir 
way back to our centre at Tbwe Moii*- 
yama. , " :' ' 

Just after getting into the "dug- 
out" wie saw an immense crocodile 
sunning on the bank of an island, but 
befoTP 1 rould g(^t a shouit, it was 
gone. We v.'ere hugging the shore 
owing to the heavy current against 
us, when suddenly, without v^arring, 
the bank caved in, and we were 
aivamped. I thought this was the 
finish, as just here crocodile and hipi»i 
abounded. The young native in the 
front of the brti»t dived and got 
ashore, but fortunately for us our 
other boatman stood his ground hold- 
ing fast, otherwise this report would 
never have been completed. 

We began hastily to bale out the

WHE3N Colonel H. G Millner, recefltly promoted 
to Glory, was a young pioneer Officer lu 
Soutbern India he tombarded Trichlnopoly*. 
a famous Hindu city, noted particularly for Its Kock 
Temple. 

The "Porsatham," a quarter-anna "War Cry," 
was eagerly bought, and the bazaar meetings at- 
tracted great crowds of Intelligent and responsive 
listeners. The young leader had ho diligently 
applied himself to the study ot Tamil that he spoke 
the language very proficiently, and because ot this 
wM Known far and wide as "The White Tamil." 

This and knowledge of the history of India and 
the lives of her great teachers greatly impressed 
the crowds, and caused even the Temple authorities 
to take an inierest in .um. 

Ultimately the high priest Invited him to in- 
epect the Temple. When he and his comrade pre- 
sented themselves the old caretaker concluded from 
their dress that they were white Brahmins, and 
tsok them by a road which was reserved for devout 
Hindus only' For two hundred yards the road was 
hewn out of solid rock and then led Into rock- 
gaUerles, which. In turn, in the very 'aeart of the 
great rock, opened into the Holy of Holies. 

Tbe Sacred Dancbif GirU 

In the galleries the young Englishmen saw the 
Bacred dancing girls in their quarters, the Idol- 
makers at their tasks, and the many attendants 
engaged on their respective duties associated with 
the ritual of the temple wors'jlp. With others they 
creot into the Holy of Holies and rose to And them- 
8«lves face to face with tfae great god Beva and 
the goddess Devee. 

In the presence of these deities they knew that 
tliey were In a place the high priest had never !n- 
teoded them to see. Suspicion filled tbe air, and 
they saw the flashing eye of the fanatical devotee.

HARRY GLADSTONE MILLNER, 
whos.e promotion to Glory fol- 
lowing a splendid career of service In 
many lands, was announced in a re- 
cent Issue, always stressed the Im- 
pottauce of conversion. His success 
all along the line was, he claimed, 
due to tbe fact that be was definitely 
converted and as definitely sanctt- 
fled. The effect dt conviction of 
sin upon him was so acute that he 
collapsed physically while at work, 
and had to be carried Into the office. 
AVIiile there, he heard those present 
discuss sending for a doctor. 

"I Know What h Wiwig". 

"Don't send," be was able to gasp' 
out. "1 know what Is wrong with me,*' 
and there and then he pledged himself 
to yield to the strivings of the Spirit. 

This conversion and his earl; train, 
log as a Soldier took place In 1883, at 
the hlstorle Icehouse (Hull). He was 
almost Immediately made a Soldier 
by Captain David Reea (the sainted 
Commissioner who was propioted to 
Glory from (he "Empress of Ireland").

twelve months was a Divisional Offl> 
cer. Before '{\e was twenty he had 
twenty-six Corps under his command.

This was In 18S6, 
and he was included In the famous 
"Forty." the pioneers of Army work 
in India and Ceylon. . He spent six 
months learning Cingalese, and at this 
time served in Moratuwa and at 
Colombo.

His proficiency In 
Tamil was such that he became 
known among the natives as "Tbe 
White Tamil." 

Trlchinopoly. a famous Indian 
city, was "attacked" by tliree com- 
rades, led by the young Divisional 
Officer.* They began by selling the 
"Porsatham," the quarter-anna "War 
Cry" of that day. In the market place. 
The people bought these readily and 
eagerly. The meetings .held in tho 
bazaars ^ere wonderful seasons, and 
a great impression was made upon tbe 
Batives seuerally* 

Off Agam 

At the close of Ave aud half years' 
service, Harry Millner and his wife 
retii^med to Euglaud on furlough, 
which was to have been of sfs mouths' 
duration, but within six weeks I'aey 
were on their way to South. Africa to 
open up' work among the Indian popu- 
latlon of Natal. 

Hla knowledge of Tamil made bim 
very acceptable to tbe Indians, and 
consequently to their employers ou 
tbe sugar plantations or the tea and 
cocoa estates.

The Colonel also sei-ved as i Division- 
al Commander for the Natal Division, 
Conimissiouer Cuauingham and Mrs. 
Colonel A. G. Cunningham being 
amoug his Corps Officers ati the time. 
He ticu became Territorial Young 
People's Secretary for South Africa. 
After six aud a half years iu the land 
of spriugbok he was recalled to Eng- 
land to serve Tor a long period as 
Divisional Commander o£ fifteen Div- 
isions. He was then appointed Na- 
tional Caudldates' Secretary hi which 
he served for two aud a halt years. 

Tbeu Ceylou called again, -evA \ie 
found bimaeK Territorial Commander 
where he had beeu a young pioneer 
Officer. He set himself to the orgau- 
ization of a separate Territory. 

The Colonel was appointed tu Mig- 
ration Work. Then came the oppor- 
tunity as Prison Secretary for Men's 
Social Work iu the United Kingdom. 

After a year in this position bis 
health 'failed and his retiremeat from 
active service became necessary after 
having served so splendidly in many 
lands.

W. A. Jowitl, 
K.C., who spoke on behalf of the General, and Gavin Simonds, 
K.C., on behalf of defendants, to action commenced by the 
General, in which he chaUenges the validity of the 1904 Deed, were 
pr^ent.

A fornoud resolution, adjudicating the General unfit for office 
and removing him there&om, was proposed and seconded, and the 
Council had placed before it evidence in support thereto, consisting 
of medical reports, letters written by tiie General, and a report of the 
DepuUtion to the General on January Htfa. Mr. Jowitt, on behalf 
of the General, tendered oral evidence from witnesses, including Sir 
Thomas Holder, M.D., and Mr. John Weir, M.D. Mr. Wardlaw 
Milne and Mr. Jowitt also addressed the meeting at considerable 
length* 

The adjudication vote was taken at 6.30 p.m., and resulted as 
follows — for resolution, 52; against, 5; ahstained voting, 4. 

The Council proceeded to elect a new General. Coinmissione^ 
Higgins, for ten years Chief of the Staff, was duly elected and acc^t- 
ed office as General.

THE old practice of descrlbhig 
the action of tongueing as similar 
to the Rpittidg of a hair, or 
some other irritating substance, from 
the tip of the tongue Is by no means 
a bad one; although, perhaps. If taken 
too literally, the action might be per- 
formed with excessive vigor and in 
a vicious manner. The movement, 
however, must be emaTt and decisive. 
It should, perhaps, be pointed out 
t.bat thJR action is hut the method o£ 
producing, or initiating, the note, and 
the stream of air required to main- 
tain the sound afterwards Is forced 
dirtjct from the lungs, the tongue be- 
ing withdrawn so as to permit of a 
free course for the air used in the pro- 
longation of the sound. 

After freedom has been acquired 
with the direct method — often re- 
ferred to as the "ta" method —other 
fornis of 2rt!CV.l!iHnn should be prac- 
tised, such as the "du" or soft 
method, the wtauuiito method, iiome- 
times described by the short syllable 
"tit.'* Then there is tbe heavy 
method, required in strong fortissimo 
passages, Illustrated by the syllable 
"taa.'* 

Study and Exercise 

Exercises for the development of 
the vai-ions forms will he found In 
most tutors, and the Bandsman who 
wishes to become a really good play- 
er will carefully practise these until 
facility is acquired in the various 
methods. 

Too much importance cannot pos- 
sibly be attached to study and eser- 
eise In this technical matter, for, un- 
less some amount of dexterity as well 
as accuracy^ is acquired^ one cau 
never hope to become a first-class 
executant.. 

In addition to the forms, previously 
referred to, double and triple tongue- 
ing is also possible, and tbe acquire- 
ment of tbe ability to do this is of 
real value in the rendition of what is 
generally known as the "Air with 
variations" form of compoaition. Once 
the act of producing "tu-ku" tii rapid 
&uQceBBioa is acquired, double toofue- 



ing becomes fairly easy, as does 
triple tongueing after the trick has 
been discovered of rapid reiteration 
oi the syllaulsB "tu-tu-ku. 

These acqulremente should not be 
sought for until one has fully master- 
ed the art of direct simple tongueing 
in its various forms. Nor should they 
be cultivated merely for display pur- 
poses. 

Comparatively few players have 
absolute control of the tongue and for 
lack of this many are prevented from 
becoming really first-class players. 



Flat Tongueing 



Among the defects in this connec- 
tion, perhaps what is known as flat 
tongueing is one of the worst. Then 
there is the player who Initiates every 
note with a beavy blow, so to speak, 
ind tcrniJsatss it w1t>i » kick. This 
1\z\^l\ treatment Js both unnecessary 
and Inartistic. F»BH"uly ths pl-ycr 
whose fault is in the opposite direc- 
tion is equally to blame with the form- 
er. Speaking in a musical sense, this 
is a ein of coimilaslon, whereas with 
the latter it is a sin of omission. 

From a Band standpoint there can 
never be true unity and amalgama- 
tion unlass the method oi tone pro- 
duction is uniform throughout. The 
playing of many an otherwise cap- 
able Band is spoiled for want of unity 
in regard to articulation. The work of 
a competent Band trainer is always 
apparent if there is uniformity in this 
matter, and on the other hand its 
absence is a sure sign of the neg.'ect 
of one of the most important funda- 
mentals of Brass Band technique.
